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1 . The Request for Continued Examination (RCE) and the Information Disclosure 
Statement (IDS) each filed on September 8, 2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The prior art of record, including Mullani (U.S. Patent Application Pub. No. US 
2004/0174525 A1), Twardawski (U.S. Patent Application Pub. No. US 2004/0141316 
A1) and Brodak (U.S. Patent No. 6,000,811), fails to show or suggest the applicant's 
invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of record does not disclose a portable 
lighting device combining: 

a switch closing the first circuit by pressing its first surface, or closing the 
second circuit by pressing its second surface, or closing both the first and 
second circuits by pressing its third surface as recited in claims 1 , 8 and 
16. 

The above-indicated combination, including a switch including a first, a second 
and a third surface portions, and wherein pressing of each of the surface portions 
selectively to close the first or second, or both the first and second circuits, makes this 
disclosure unique. 

Mullani (U.S. Patent Application Pub. No. US 2004/01 74525 A1 ) discloses a 
portable lighting device including a first and second light sources electrically coupled to 
the respective first and second electrical circuits. Further, Mullani (U.S. Patent 
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Application Pub. No. US 2004/0174525 A1) teaches two switches individually dedicated 
to each of the first and second circuits. However, Mullani does not includes a switch 
including a first , a second and a third surface portions each dedicated to the first, a 
second, and both circuits as detailed above. 

Similarly, neither Twardawski (U.S. Patent Application Pub. No. US 
2004/0141316 A1) nor Brodak (U.S. Patent No. 6,000,81 1) teaches a combined switch 
having a first, a second and a third surface portions wherein pressing the each of the 
three surface portions respectively closing the first circuit, the second circuit and both 
circuits as detailed above. 

Thus, neither combined nor individual teaching of Mullani (U.S. Patent 
Application Pub. No. US 2004/0174525 A1), Twardawski (U.S. Patent Application Pub. 
No. US 2004/0141316 A1) and Brodak (U.S. Patent No. 6,000,811) meets the 
limitations of claims 1, 8 and 16. 

Therefore claims 1, 8 and 16 are allowed over prior art. 

Claims 2-7 and 18-20 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on 
the allowed Claim 1 . 

Claims 9-1 5 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the allowed 
Claim 8. 

Claim 17 is necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the allowed 
Claim 16. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
